On Friday morning, April 30, 2004, at 12:30 A.M., aroof bolter operator was
seriously injured while hewasinstalling roof boltswith a dual boom L ee-Norisroof
bolter. The control block fast feed was stuck in on theleft side of thedrill and blocked
in on theright side, causing theroof drill operation to function at a higher rate of speed
than normal. Thefast feed control lever was missing and the boom control lever aswell
astherotation control lever were bent toward each other allowing one handed
operation. Theroof bolter operator had already pushed glue and a bolt into the drill
hole, when the 36” bolt wrench which was still in hisleft hand, caught on the drill boom
ashelowered it. Thispushed thewrench into hisleft groin area creatinga 3" long by 4”
deep laceration, causing consider able blood loss and pelvicinjuries.

RECCOMMENDATIONS:

= Never operate equipment faster than your skill or a safe operating speed allows.
= Any safety or operational defect in equipment should be repaired immediately.

= Manufacturer’sdesign of equipment should not be bypassed or altered changing
theoriginal function of the controlsor operation of the equipment.

= Proper hydraulic pressures should be maintained on the equipment according
to the manufacturer specifications.
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
